Thank you very much for your letter; it was very good to 
hear of you. 


The bull that went to South Africa is not a full-brother of 
Duke of Westdrums although he was by Uppermill Leopold 
also. His name was Bonus of Westdrums and he came from a 
Lynnwood Bridget cow. This bull was sold to Messrs. Ross 
of Kelvinside, Bedford, South Africa, and he was Grand 
Champion Poll Shorthorn Bull at the Rand Show at Johan- 
nesburg and went on to win the Chamber of Mines Gold Cup 
awarded to the Supreme Champion over all other beef 
breeds. This was a unique honour and the first time that it 
had ever been won by a Poll Shorthorn; this was in 1962. 


With regard to the progeny of Uppermill Leopold, unfortun- 
ately we do not have pictures of his sons but for the record 
Westdrums Ensign, in the Argentine, sired the Grand Cham- 
pion Bull at Palermo last year, and Westdrums Fulmar, an- 
other son, sired the Reserve Grand Champion and the Calf 
Champion. At the Sale of Imported Bulls in Buenos Aires, 
Westdrums Prefect made the all-time record price for an im- 
ported bull of 24,000 dollars; his sire, Westdrums David, was 
from an Uppermill Leopold dam and Prefect’s own dam was 
from a Princess Royal cow, again by Leopold. Of course, you 
will know all about Dandy of Westdrums sold at Grant 
Campbell’s Dispersal Sale for a world record price for a 
Poll bull, he was also got by Uppermill Leopold. 


I hope this information will be of some use to you, and if 
there is anything further we can do don’t hesitate to let me 
know.
